Declares Activities in 
Washington Are Being 


Handled by Persons Who 
Are Not Nicaraguans. 


IDAHOAN DECLINES 
TO REVEAL NAMES 


Sacasa Insurgents Com- 
plain Censorship Has 
Been Set Up in U. S. 
Over Their Dispatches. 


Washington, December 27 —The 
charge that paid agents here in Wash- 
ington are instigating the Nicaraguan 
troubles was made tonight by Senator 
Borah, chairman of the senate for- 
eign relations committee. He said 
they are involved on both sides. 

Borah said in both instances the 
activities were inspired for business 
reasons. He declined to be any more 
specific. 

Borah refused to name the persons 
he had in mind, although these have 
been bandied about in Washington 
gossip for several days. 

Borah would only say that they 
were not Nitaraguans, that they were 
| writing newspaper cditorials for at 
‘least one Washington newspaper and 
that the same men have been making 
a living for years by such activities, 

At the same time representatives 
here of the Sacasa insurgedts said 
that a censorship has been imposed 
over their cammunications with the 
Sacasa forces in Puerto Cabezas, 
Nicaragua. The ipgurgents charged 
that. the censorship tcas American. 
‘The state department said they knew 
of no such censorship and that ff 
there were any it could only be 
through the action of naval authori-. 
ties in the neutral zone at Puerto 
Cabezas. The navy department said 
that there was no naval censorship 
so far as it knew. 

Censorship Found. 

The insurgents discovered the al- 
leged censorship when efter filing a 
message to their representative at 
Puerto Cabezas in Spanish code, they 
received this notice from the Postal 
Telegraph company: 

“Message has been stopped at New 
Orleans and cancelled. Government 
censor advises can only accept mes- 
sages in English for this place.” 

The Postal Telegraph said that they 
knew nothing more than was in this 
note, which had been received from 
their New Orleans office. 

Th Sacasa representatives here re- 
ceived a message from their agent 
at San Jose, Costa Rica, saying: 

“The American censorship on the 
coast has kept us without any com- 
munication whatever since three days. 
Please find out the motive for this 
attempt. Please protest before the 
department of state that it ig an in- 
sult that in our .national territory | 
where we exercise absolute control,

Telephone engineers now estimate 
that more than 7,260 new telephones 
will be added to Georgia’s telephone 
system during the coming year, which 
will give the state a total of 135,900 
telephones by January 1, 1928. 

‘The increased use of the long dis- 
tance service will require the addi- 
tion of 2.236 miles of new toll cir- 
cuit, which will give the state 34,481 
circuit miles and 4,774 miles of pole 
line at the end of 1927. 

The big expenditure to be made 
during the next year is said to be 
necessary to care for the immediate 
telephone needs of the state, as well 
as to provide for the anticipated fu- 
ture growth. The magnitude of the 
program is regarded as an indication 
of confidence in the continued growth 
and progress of Georgia. 

It was explained that the 1927 pro- 
eram is not as great as this years 
because a number of telephone build- 
ings were constructed in 1926, there- 
by reducing the budget for land and 
buildings and central office equip- 
ment. 

The company operates in Alabama, 
Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, Louis- 
jana, Mississippi, North Carolina, 
South Carolina and Tennessee and 
each of these states is included in 
the new budget. 

The largest expenditures, the com- 
pany estimated, will be in Louisiana, 
where additions and replacements will 
cost $5.600.000, and in Tennessee, 
where $5,000,000 will be required. 
More than $3,000,000 each has been 
approved for Alabama and Florida, 
while more than $2,000,000 each is 
included for Kentucky, North Caro- 
lina and Mississippi, and more than

ATLANTA POLICE 
TOLD TO WATCH 
“ART” MAGAZINES 


Open warfare on the sale of so- 
called “art’’ magazines in Atlanta has 
been declared by Police Chief James 
“L. Beavers in the issuance of orders 
to all patrolmen to watch out for the 
offering for sale of indecent or ob- 
scene literature or pictures on local 
news-stands. 

The first test case in the hostili- 
ties against such magazines was made 
several days ago, and resulted in the 
defendant, M. T. Roberson, of De- 
Kalb county, a magazine agent, being 
fined $26 in police court. Sentence 
was suspended, however, on the prom- 
ise of Roberson to eall in from his 
news-stand clients all of thé maga- 


zines under the police ban. 

Patrolmen on the various beats 
been instructed to watch out for 
appearance of the alleged “art 
magazines and to make cases agaist 
the news-dealers in the event such 
magazines appear for sale. The publi- 
eations against which Chief Beavers 
issued orders include those displaying 
pictures of nude or half-clad women 
in so-called “suggestive’’ poses. 

Following the issuance of orders 
on the subject, a large number ot 
the “art” magazines were seized on 
local news-stands and brought to the 
police station, the dealers being warn- 
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ed that in the event of further dis- 
play of the magazines, cases would 
be made. A stack of the banned pub 
lications now rests in the vault at the 
police station awaiting destructivn. 

The case against Roberson was 
made by Lieutenant Barfield and Of- 
ficer O. Williams. Sections of the 
city code under which Chief Beavers’ 
orders were issued are Nos. 576 and 
577, and provide that in the exhibi- 
tion of pictures, designs or advertise 
ments of an indecent, immoral or im- 
modest character, calculated to de- 
bauch the public or shock the sens 
of decency or propriety, sentences of 
$100 or 30 days can be levied is po- 
lice court.

ALTRUISM IN THE USE CGF

News From Congress 


Of Interest to Georgia|

Washington, December 27.—The 
Seaboard Air Line has asked of the 
interstate commerce commission au- 
thority for a joint issue of $2,421,000 
of first mortgage six per cent gold 
bonds by the Seaboard All-Florida 
railway, the East and West Coast 
railway and the Florida Western and 
Northern railroad. They are subsid- 
iaries of the S. A. L. Which is to 
guarantee the bonds and use the pro- 
ceeds to reimburse its treasury for 
expenditures for new construction in 
Fiorida, 


The house judiciary committee has 
just filed a favorable report upon the 
bill to require competitive bidding on 
government construction work, with 
special application to road construc- 
tion work. Questionnaires to highway 
commissioners and engineers in vari- 
ous sections of the country disclosed 
that 89.7 per cent of public and pri- 
vate construction is done through 
competitive contracts. The construc- 
tion of public works in the United 
States approximates two billions of 
dollars annually. 

The bill provides that where the 
words “construction projects” are 
used they shall be construed to mean 
the construction of any building, high- 
way, dam, levee or bridge. Any per- 
son wilfally violating any provision 
of the act will be summarily removed 
from office. The hearings on the bill 


developed a universal demand for its 
enactment. At the hearings 22 men 
representing construction industries 
and coming form all sections of the 
country approved and urged the legis- 
lation in the interest of public econ- 
omy. 


The Seaboard Air Line railway and 
the Atlantic Coast Line railway have 
filed a petition with the interstate 
commerce commission for reopening of 
the commission’s southern class rate 
investigation and for a reconsidera- 
tion and modification of the commis- 
sion’s findings in that case in so far 
as they relate to rates to and from 
points in Florida, 

The basis for the construction of 
the Florida rates used by the commis- 
sion in this case, the petition states, is 
not adapted to the requirements olf 
the situation in the Florida peninsula 
and should not be adherred to. 

No extensive readjustments of re- 
ductions of the Florida rates should 
be made at this time, the roads say, 
which fail to take mto account the 
present status of railroad construc- 
tion in that state and expenditures al- 
ready made or to be made by the car- 
riers for extensions and improve- 
ments of their facilities.

Washington, December 27.—(?)— 
Premier Mussolini of Italy is in “ex- 
cellent health” even though he eats 
too fast in the opinion of Dr. Aldo 
Castellani, professor of medicine at 
Tulane university, New Orleans, and 
also the University of London. 

Dr. Castellani professionally exam- 
ined the Italian premier on a recent 
visit to Rome and said today he wish- 
ed to set at rest recurring rumors that 
Mussolini was ailing from a danger- 
ous disease, 

Speaking of the examination made 
at the request of Mussolini, the doc- 
tor said: 

“The visit took place at the pre- 
mier’s house at 9:15 o’clock immedi- 


ately after he returned from his of- 
fice. I found, after a thorough exami- 
nation, that the premier was in ex- 
cellent health and I was amazed at

“I, cant reveal who is behind the 
league,”” McCullough asserted, adding 
that he expected to have the “same 
relation to the new league that I had 
to the Federal league. and I am now 
assisting in putting the final touches 
to the organization. Our plans are 
just about completed and I can say 
that any talk of ‘snags’ is a mistake. 
The completion of our plans is as- 
sured.”

Reporters who surprised them at 
the union ‘station this evening as they 
were leaying for Cleveland, were told 
that aid of the government would not 
be sought by either of the ball play- 
ers in their attempts to clear them- 
selves of charges that in 1919 they 
“threw” a baseball game between De- 
troit and Cleveland. 

_. . Attorney Silent. 

William H. Boyd, Speaker's attor- 
ney, who accompanied Speaker to 
Washington, refused to discuss the 
mysterious conference held today, or 
to outline the future plans of his eli- 
ent. He said, however, that his client 
would not seek the aid of the gov- 
ernment, and that their visit here had 
nothing whatever to do with any con- 
ference with federal officials, 

In response to further queries, Mr. 
Boyd said that his first step when 
retained in a case, was to get all the 
information available before taking 
action. Reporters, he said, could 
draw any inferences they pleased from 
that. 

Neither Cobb nor Speaker would 
tell when they arrived in the city, 
where they stayed during the day, 
or with whom they talked. Most of 
the time they admitted, was ypent in 
a hotel room.

DENBY DEFENDS 
BIG OIL LEASES 


9 


Detroit, Mich., December 27.—In 
his first public appearance since the 
oil jease trial at Washington, Edwin 
Denby, former secretary of the navy, 
told the Detroit Athletic club Monday 
that he “would do the same thing 
again if confronted with a similar 
problem.” 

Denby defended the oil leases as 
“dictated by the best interests of the 
country.’ 

He explained it was discovered that 
oil was being drained from the naval 
reserves by ‘contizuous private inter- 
ests. “It was vital,” he said, “to save 
our oil reserve by getting it into 
tanks where it could be preserved. I 
contracted for building tanks in the 
Hawaiian Islands so that the fleet 
in the Pacifie might be supplied. If 
no oil stores were there, the posses- 
sion of the islands would be a mon- 
strous jake. 

“Under the four-power treaty,” he 
continued, “all our other possessions 
in the Pacific were barred from hav- 
ing more defenses hence we exchange 
our crude oil for tuel oil, gasoline 
and lubricants which would be enough 
for an eight-day campaign by the 
fleet. 

“That's what I did and I am not 
ashamed of it. I want you to know I 
am not ashamed of it and I want you 
to know you need mt be ashamed of 
me. 

‘There was nothing in it except that 
which was dictated by the best inter- 
ests of the United States. If I had 
done other than I did it would be 
worth placing me against a stone wall 
before a firing squad.” 

The former secretary of the navy 
concluded his talk by pleading for a 
stronger navy under the naval limita- 
tions treaty. 

Other speakers at the luncheon giv- 
en in Denby’s honor’ referred to 
“wrongful, grievous and improper 
maliguiment” of the former secretary.
